CLEANING UP THE DEBRIS: Water Watch pulls out 8 tons

Worcester State College students helped 
try to make Massachusetts’ water a little 
cleaner. Pulling on waders or rubber boots 
along with a pair of canvas gloves, students 
worked for four hours to clean up Coes 
Pond. Donated pizza helped fuel the work- 
ers’ efforts on the cold Saturday morning. 

Massachusetts Community Water Watch, 
a project of AmeriCorps and MASSPIRG, 
held its second water clean up on Satur- 
day, October 3. “The clean up was a great 
success,” according to Heidi Smeller, 
AmeriCorps member and Water Watch or- 
ganizer at Clark University. The fifteen 
Worcester State College students who at- 
tended helped pull out over 16,000 pounds 
of trash from Coes Pond. Thirty seven oth- 
ers community members, ranging in age 
from 3 to 70 years old, from Clark, WPI, 
and Lakeside Apartments helped WSC stu- 
dents in their efforts. The debris included 
shopping carts, couches, car axles, tons of 
scrap metal as well as cans, bottles and 
tires. 

A press conference held on the beach of 


Coes Pond helped rally the troops. US. 
Congressman Jim McGovern, State Sena- 
tor Matthew Amorello and community ac- 
tivist Jack Foley spoke about the impor- 
tance of community service and a clean 
environment. Becca Barnes introduced 
the speakers, commenting on the need for 
community action surrounding water. “It 
was great to have them there... to show 
the volunteers that their efforts were truly 
being appreciated and noticed,” com- 
mented Barbara McLean, MASSPIRG or- 
ganizer at WSC. 

Amorello and McGovern then stenciled 
two storm drains together with the chil- 
dren from Lakeside. The storm drain sten- 
cils are used by the Worcester Department 
of Public Works to inform citizens that the 
drains go directly to the waterways with- 
out being treated. Heidi Smeller pointed 
out that the clean-up’s success was due 
directly to the help of Joe Buckley and the 
DPW who provided everything from trash 
bags to heavy machinery.

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Massachusetts School of Law profes- 
sor Diane Sullivan, associate producer and 
host of MediaOne of Lawrence, recently 
taped a show addressing the controversial 
issue of sexual predators and how Mas- 
sachusetts should deal with them. The 
show-which will be seen on 360 stations 
in the Northeast-is the latest in the Ques- 
tion of Law series. It was taped at 
MediaOne’s facilities, directed by 
MediaOne’s Donald Cronin, and pro- 
duced by MSL’s Dean Lawrence Velvel. 
Controversy surrounds the issue of sexual 
offenders because of a change in the law 
respecting sexual offenders who appear 
not to be cured and continue to pose a 
threat to their communities. While the 
show’s panelists reached no firm consen- 
sus on the issue, the debate proved very 
lively and provoked a number of intense 
discussions. 

The guests who appeared on the pro- 
gram included Senator Robert Antonioni 
(D.-Leominster) and MSL professor Andy 
Starkis, a practicing lawyer who heads the 
School’s innovative first-year writing pro- 
gram, “Writing for Lawyers”. In a rela- 
tively brief career (Antonioni won a spe- 
cial election to become a state senator in 
1991), Senator Antonioni has assumed 
leadership roles on several crucial com- 
mittees; specifically, he is the Senate Chair

of the Joint Committee on Education , 
Arts, and Humanities, he is the vice-chair 
of the Joint Committees on Natural Re- 
sources and the Judiciary, and he is a 
member of the Committee on Senate Ways 
and Means, Taxation, and Criminal Jus- 
tice. During his tenure in the Senate, 
Senator Antonioni has sponsored and 
overseen the passage of several crucial 
bills, including: a major reform of the 
Commonwealth’s drunk driving laws, a 
reform of the Commonwealth’s juvenile 
justice system, and the implementation of 
a statewide sex-offender registry. 

Asked for a comment about Senator 
Antonioni, his colleague, State Represen- 
tative Brian Knuuttila (D.-Gardner) said: 
“He was asked by Senate President Bir- 
mingham to be the Chair of the Educa- 
tion Committee because Birmingham 
knew implementing the Education Re- 
form Act would be a tough nut to crack: it 
involves teacher certification programs 
and the MCAS (mandatory testing of 4th, 
8th, and 10th graders-if the tenth graders 
don’t pass, they spend the next two years 
in remedial programs). The conferral of 
the chair on Antonioni was a testament to 
the president’s confidence in him and also 
indicative of Bob’s incredible work ethic. 
Antonioni had developed a reputation as 
a guy with a Calvinistic work ethic, and 


CUNTON INguIRY: No More DEBATE 
HOUuse PLANS FOR IMPEACHMENT HEARINGS

On Tuesday, October 6, for only the 
third time in our nations’ history, a formal 
impeachment investigation was recom- 
mended to Congress questioning the 
actions of our President, William 
Jefferson Clinton. 

The chief investigative counsel for the 
Republican Committee, David Schippers, 
brought to attention in the investigation 
meeting, 15 possible grounds for im- 
peachment of President Clinton. 

“If lying under oath is tolerated...the 
integrity of this country’s entire judicial 
process is fatally compromised and that 
process will inevitably collapse”, said 
Schippers. 

The final vote of 21 to 16 decided 
that their resolution be sent to the House 
of Representatives, similar to that used in 
the Watergate inquiry. This vote autho- 
rized the committee to conduct a com- 
plete investigation determining whether 
there is a need for the House of Represen- 
tatives to in turn follow through to 
impeach the President. 

In lieu of Thursdays’ (8th of Octobers) 
upcoming vote, on Wednesday Demo- 
cratic leaders attempted to persuade as 
many drained party members as possible 
not to vote for the Republicans’ proposal. 
They met throughout the day to attempt 
to come up with an alternative Demo- 
cratic plan. 

The desired November deadline was 


extended to the end of December(3 1st), in 
preparation of the consideration of any 
new possible referrals made by the 
independent counsel, Kenneth Starr. 

Clinton, First Lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, and Vice President Al Gore 
began making phone calls to some House 
Democrats in what is the early days of 
their personal lobbying attempts. 

The ‘special process’ for the Demo- 
cratic party means that they will be 
limited to a one hour debate and won’t be 
allowed to offer their own proposal as a 
substitute to the Republican proposal. 

On Thursday, October 8, President 
Clinton gave House of Representative 
members the opportunity to publicly 
“cast a vote of principle and conscience” 
on the Republican impeachment inquiry. 

Clinton said, “It’s up to others to decide 
what happens to me and ultimately it’s 
going to be up to the American people to 
make a clear statement there”. 

The House is controlled by Republi- 
cans, and this makes it likely that a 
majority vote will pass the in-depth 
Republican inquiry. 

On Wednesday night, Kenneth Starr 
sent a letter to the Judiciary committee 
and Starr included in the letter the name 
of Kathleen Willey, a former White 
House volunteer that had recently 
accused Clinton of sexual harassment. 

Under oath to this accusation, Clinton 


Birmingham knew he could handle the 
tough jobs.” 

Knuuttila continued, “Senator 
Antonioni holds an annual barbecue in his 
home district of Leominster and Fitchburg 
and as many Republicans as Democrats 
typically show up. Bob Antonioni is one 
of those guys who transcends political 
boundaries--he builds coalitions because 
he brings people together through the 
force of his personality. I’m sure Presi- 
dent Birmingham considered this special 
talent when choosing among contenders 
for the Education chair--many of the mea- 
sures contained in the Education Reform 
Act will prove unpopular, and Bob’s con- 
sensus-building approach to politics will 
win over resistant parents, teachers, and 
legislators alike.” 

Senator Antonioni has a particular ex- 
pertise in the area of sexual offenders and 
predators because in 1997 he filed a bill 
in the Senate to increase sentences for re- 
peat offenders to terms from 10 years to 
life imprisonment. The Senator’s bill 
makes clear why he has gained a reputa- 
tion as a responsible and sensible legisla- 
tor. Rather than sentencing all repeat 
sexual offenders to prison or commitment 
for life, Senator Antonioni’s version rec- 
ognizes that courts and law enforcement 
personnel should distinguish between 


has denied any harassment to Willey. 

To the dismay of many, they were 
enlightened of the White Houses’ 
attempted persuasion on 34 Democrats to 
sign a letter agreeing that they would not 
vote to convict Clinton. 

In response, Clinton had no problem 
downplaying the lobbying done by 
himself and a few close others. 

Many Representatives feel strongly 
against the expected long-term process 
that Americans are encouraging in the 
impeachment process. 

Representative Martin T. Meehan, an 
Democrat form Lowell, said, “I think its 
important for the House to do everything 
possible to ensure that such an impeach- 
ment inquiry last not longer than abso- 
lutely necessary...it would be wrong to 
put the country through one or two years 
of hearings’, he remarked. 

So, on Thursday, October 8, 1998, the 
House of Representatives voted to cast a 
‘full-scale, open-ended inquiry’ into the 
possible outcome of impeachment for the 
President. 

The overwhelming majority vote made 
by the House of 258-176, determined 
whether Clinton should stand trial in the 
Senate. Thirty-one democrats broke away 
from supporting the president on this 
vote. 

Congress is now on a three week recess 
until the November elections take place. 

As it stands now, two outcomes could 
determine the fate of these future im- 
peachment hearings. 

First, if Kenneth Starr presents new 
allegations against the President within 
the next few weeks, a whole new jar will 
have been opened with new reflections 


types of sexual offenses. As Professor 
Starkis pointed out during the show’s 
panel discussion, just as the criminal jus- 
tice system does not lump shoplifting into 
the same category with armed robbery, it 
should not lump a juvenile who has a con- 
sensual sexual encounter with an under- 
age peer into the same category as a sexual 
predator who rapes a minor at knife point. 
The two crimes have little in common. 

The show’s panelists also discussed 
how many perceive Massachusetts as be- 
ing too soft on repeat sexual offenders. 
While the reputation may be deserved 
because the Commonwealth was the last 
state to enact a sexual offender registry 
law (commonly known as “Megan’s 
Laws’’), Senator Antonioni and other leg- 
islators concerned with respecting our 
citizen’s civil liberties have wisely coun- 
seled a reasoned approach. The sexual 
offender registry bill introduced by the 
Senator, which eventually became law, 
achieved a balance between protecting the 
innocent in our communities and preserv- 
ing the rights of alleged offenders. Simi- 
larly, the Senator’s new bill recommends 
sentences of 10 years to life for certain 
sexual offenses. This compromise Jan- 
guage adequately addresses community 
needs while allowing offenders some 
chance to redeem themselves. 


and consequences concerning these 
hearings. 

And Second, after the elections in 
November, the Republicans could come 
across the finish line in one of two lights. 
If the Republicans lose the November 
election, pressure would subside for a 
while on the need for a speedy impeach- 
ment. And if the Republicans win the 
November election, pressure would 
resume on these impeachment exercises. 
“The President betrayed his wife”, said 
Representative Robert Wexler from Boca 
Raton, Florida, “He did not betray the 
country. God help this nation if we fail to 
recognize the difference”. 

The old House as now constituted, 
retires on January 3, 1999 and will be 
replaced with a newly elected one to be . 
voted on next month. 

As Congress is taking a short three 
week recess until after November 
elections, the Judiciary committee will 
use the next few weeks to come up with 
answers to some of the unyielding 
questions, such as whether or not they 
should call President Clinton or Monica 
Lewinsky to the stand as witnesses. 
After the November 3rd elections occur, 
hearings will proceed. 

Some find it discouraging that the 
American people have chosen to place 
their main focus on the Clinton impeach- 
ment process rather than many other 
vitally important and consuming issues 
happening in our world today. 

As Representative Henry J. Hyde, 
Republican from Illinois put it so well, 
“We simply begin the search for the 
truth”.

The Coastal Plain of the Arctic Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge is one of 
America’s last unspoiled places. The 
coastal plain’s 1.5 million acres are the 
biological heart of the Refuge, and sup- 
port large populations of caribou, musk 
oxen, bears, wolves, and migratory 
birds. It also happens to be the only area 
along Alaska’s north slope not open for 
oil drilling. But, ARCO, British Petro- 
leum, Chevron and Exxon want to drill 
this land for less than six months worth 
of oil! 

Students from the WSC MassPIRG 
chapter traveled to Stamford Connecti- 
cut on October 9th to protest drilling on 
the coastal plain. Joined by student ac- 
tivists from other Massachusetts and 
Connecticut colleges Jennifer Harter, 
Mahi Dias and Gordon Wade from WSC 
stood in the pouring rain fighting for the 
protection of the Arctic. Student 
spokespeople approached the security 
personnel asking to be allowed into the 
building to speak to the BP executives, 
but access was denied. Nothing could 
stop this group however, they called BP 
from a pay phone around the corner but 
were told that the pérson they wanted 
to speak to had left the building earlier 
that morning. Standing in solidarity the 
group of about 30 students, with peti- 


tions and caribou’s, made their point. 
British Petroleum now knows that there 
is strong support against drilling and 
that students will not sit back and let 
this happen. . 

On Tuesday, October 13th MassPIRG 
released report showing that the com- 
panies that want to drill in the Arctic 
Refuge have horrible environmental 
track records. All told, they are respon- 
sible for 60 spills, leaks, and illegal dis- 
charges, 51 deaths and $337.5 million 
in fines, penalties and settlements. 
MassPIRG called on the oil industry to 
finally act as good corporate citizens 
and cancel their drilling plans for the 
refuge, and endorse the Arctic Refuge 
Wilderness Bill. This would designate 
the coastal plain as wilderness and pro- 
hibit development or drilling there. We 
call on you to do the same. Call or write 
the oil companies and tell them what 
you think!

I read a novel of his entitled, By the 
River Piedra I Sat Down and Wept, and 
this book encircles the theme of this 
author’s real life story. 

The novel is about two childhood 

friends that go their separate ways and 
then meet up again when they are adults 
to begin their destined journey together. 
This is a journey where they both dis- 
cover what it is they are supposed to 
do in their lives(to fulfill their desti- 
nies and to serve God)and they find that 
they are meant to do this by loving each 
other. 
The characters in this novel need to be 
brave in accepting their destinies and 
any difficulties that go along with pur- 
suing a dream. 

The unnamed male character is ques- 
tioning whether he should stay true to 
the cause he has been pursuing over the 
past several years. He is a spiritual 
teacher that brings many people peace 
and hope in his insightful lectures and 
teachings throughout Europe. 

The female character, Pilar, is a rest- 


less university student that is search- 
ing for more than just normality in her 
daily life. She finds herself (almost 
involuntarily)swept away on an excit- 
ing spiritual, and emotionally gripping 
adventure with this cultured man 
through the French Pyrenees. 

They experience old and new 
miracles in these mysterious mountains 
And their own love is rekindled 
through the miracle of realizing the 
feminine face of God. 

The final decisions that they both 
make determines whether their des- 
tined love will come to pass or remain 
a possibility. 

The book was almost an overnight suc- 
cess in 1994 and it won Coelho inter- 
national acclaim. 

More recently in 1996, French actress 
Isabel Adjani secured the film rights for 
the movie version of this novel. 

This novel is one jewel among many 
prized novels by the author Paulo 
Coelho. Other books of his include, 
The Alchemist: A Fable about Follow- 
ing Your Dream, The Valkyries: An En- 
counter with Angels, The Pilgrimage 
and his most recent, The Fifth Moun- 
tain. 

I highly recommend each and all of 
Coelho’s novels to anyone amazed by 
the paths we take and where we end up 
in this crazy life.

Do you remember where you were 
on October 2, 1998? Ido. It is a time 
I will never forget. I was one of about 
7,000 people who got to witness first- 
hand, the awesome presence of living 
legend, Larry Bird. It was on this 
night, that the National Basketball As- 
sociation held its annual enshrinement 
ceremony in Springfield, Massachu- 
setts. The Basketball Hall of Fame is 
the ultimate goal for anyone involved 
in organized or professional basket- 
ball. It is an honor unlike any other, 
a symbolic gesture which punctuates 
an extraordinary talent and devotion 
to the game of basketball. 

The “Class of 1998” included seven 
inductees, most notably Atlanta 
Hawks Coach Lenny Wilkens, and 
Celtic great Larry Bird. However, the 
historic night saw the induction of 
other great names in basketball. For 
example, Jody Conradt, the current 
coach of the University of Texas 
women’s basketball team, holds the 
record for the most wins in women’s 
college basketball. On December 18, 
1997, she became the 14th college 
coach, male or female, to win 700 
games. Her 1986 squad was the first 
women’s team in history to go unde- 
feated (34-0) and go on to win the 
NCAA championship. Conradt was 
escorted by hoops star Sam Jones. 

Alex Hannum is the first coach in 
the history of professional basketball 
to win a championship in both the 
ABA and the NBA. Hannum was re- 
sponsible for turning the offense-ori- 
ented game of Wilt Chamberlain into 
a defense and team-oriented game for 
the San Francisco Warriors. Hannum 
then went on to win the 1967 NBA 
championship with Chamberlain with 
a regular season record of 68-14. Alex 
Hannum was escorted on stage by 
Wilt Chamberlain. 

If you have ever had the opportu- 
nity to see the Harlem Globetrotters, 
you know the vast amount of talent 
those guys posses. Therefore, it was 
quite a moment when Marques 
Haynes was inducted as the first 
Globetrotter player ever in the Hall of 
Fame. Haynes is known as one of the 
beast ball handlers in the world. He 
spent over 40 years in basketball, 13 
as a Globetrotter and 28 as a Magi- 
cian, a team Haynes started himself. 
In four decades Haynes played in over 
12,000 games, traveled more than four 
million miles, and entertained fans in 
97 countries. As a youth he was a 
standout at Booker T. Washington 
High School in Sand Springs, Okla- 
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homa. He then went on earn three 
Conference MVP’s at Langston Uni- 
versity and leading them to a 112-3 
record in four years. And as a side 
note, Haynes had the longest, but most 
genuine acceptance speech. A true 
gentleman, Haynes thanked everyone 
from his wife, his children and other 
family, to his sister-in-law’s boy- 
friend, who introduced him to the 
game of basketball. Haynes was a 
class act who even made his grand- 
children stand up and take a bow be- 
cause they are receiving good grades 
in high school. And to top it all off, 
as Haynes was walking off stage, he 
and fellow “old time” Globetrotters 
put on a ball handling and dribbling 
display that was truly amazing. 
Haynes was escorted by long-time 
friend and Hall of Famer Pop Gates. 

Aleksander Nikolic was inducted as 
a foreign coach and is known as the 
“Father of Yugoslavian Basketball.” 
He lead a losing Yugoslavian National 
Team to a silver medal in 1961 in the 
European Championships. His turn- 
around of the Italian .etrarca team 
earned him coach of the year in 1966. 
Nikolic won two gold medals in two 
years (1977-78), one for the European 
Nationals, the other for the World 
Team. Nikolic was escorted by Boris 
Stankovic. 

Now Hall of Famer Arnie Risen 
played in 13 seasons of professional 
Basketball. He was a three time NBA 
all-star who helped the Rochester 
Royals to the 1951 NBA title. Risen 
ended his career with the Boston 
Celtics, helping lead them to the NBA 
title in 1957 and to the NBA finals. in 
1958. The 74 year old Risen was yet 
another class act who was truly hon- 
ored to be inducted into the hall. He 
was annually one of the top 
rebounders in the NBA and gave 
nothing but praise to all his team- 
mates and coaches that he worked 
with during his great career. Mr. 
Risen was escorted by Bobby Wanzer. 

Larry Bird and Lenny Wilkens; 
what to say about them? For me to 
even attempt to summarize the careers 
of these two superstars would be an 
injustice to everything they’ve done 
(okay, maybe not, but they are really 
good). Lenny Wilkens broke the leg- 
endary Red Auerbach’s record of most 
all-time wins in the NBA with 939. 
On March 1, 1996, Wilkens won his 
1,000th game over his former team, 
the Cleveland Cavaliers. Lenny 
Wilkens has the distinction of having 
coached all the teams he was with as 
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a player for 15 seasons (Seattle, Port- 
land, Cleveland, and Atlanta). 
Wilkens was inducted into the Hall of 
Fame as a Player in 1989, and now as 
a coach, a first for the Hall. During 
the 1996-97 season Wilkens was hon- 
ored as one of the NBA’s 50 greatest 
players of all time, and one of the 10 
greatest coaches of all time; the only 
person to be on both lists. In25 NBA 
seasons, he was averaged 45 wins per 
season and led his teams to 16 NBA 
playoff appearances. Lenny Wilkens 
gave a very heartfelt and emotional 
acceptance speech. He stressed the 
importance of hard work and thanked 
his family, friends, players and 
coaches for making him the man he 
is today. Mr. Wilkens was escorted 
by Hall of Famer Arnold “Red” 
Auerbach. 
We all know Larry Bird was named 
NBA Rookie of the Year in 1979, that 
he won three straight NBA MVP 
awards (1984,85,86), that he led the 
Boston Celtics to three NBA Cham- 
pionships (1981, 84, 86), that he was 
Finals MVP in 1984 and 1986, that he 
was a 12 time All-Star and MVP of 
the 1982 All Star Game, and that he 
won the NBA three point contest three 
years in a row (1986, 87,88). Not to 
mention that he holds 30 records at 
Indiana State University including 
most points with 2,850, most steals 
with 240, and most boards with 1,247. 
Like I said, I have barely touched 
upon the Legend that is Larry Bird. 
The atmosphere at the Springfield 
Civic Center was the closest I have 
ever felt to actually witnessing the 
madness that was the Boston Garden 
during the 1980’s. It is true, I never 
got to witness Larry Bird in a Celtics 
game. However, I wouldn’t have 


traded my place at this ceremony for 
anything (well, maybe for a courtside 
seat for the 86 finals). The chants of 
“Larry! Larry! Larry!” went on for 
what seemed like hours. Legions of 
fans dressed in Celtic green, holding 
signs and banners, all came to pay 
their respects to Boston’s most loved 
sports figure. I feel Lenny Wilkens 
said it best when he said “I’m hon- 
ored to be here for Larry’s party.” 
Because that’s exactly what it was. 
Not to take anything away from the 
talented individuals who were in- 
ducted, but basketball was invented in 
Massachusetts. Larry Bird, although 
an Indiana native and now coach of 
the Indiana Pacers, belongs to Mas- 
sachusetts. For 13 seasons the great- 
ness of Larry Bird captivated the NBA 
and the world with his style of play. 
Thanks to great competitors like 
Michael Jordan, Dr. J, and of course 
Magic Johnson, Larry Bird made a 
name for himself as one of the great- 


est players of all time. I was honored ~ 


to. be there. Larry didn’t have much 
to say. After he was escorted by Bill. 
Walton and Bill Fitch, he thanked his 
family, his coaches (all of them), and 
his fans. Larry was the same stoic and 


dignified guy that he was during his” 


playing days. We all know he could 
get fired up, but he saved that fore 
special occasions. Nevertheless, 
Larry always played with his heart and 


soul, and expected his team-mates to do 
the same. Larry Bird left the stage as 


only he could, he thanked everyone all 
over again, and said “God bless each 
and everyone of you. Thank you, good 
night.” And with that the playing ca- 
reer of Larry Bird was finally over; for- 
ever sealed within the Hall of Fame. 
But remember, he just started coaching.
